Child  Abuse 

\yar  of  the  Eggs     (color,  30   min.) 

This  heart-rending,  incisive  story  dissects  a  modern  American  marriage.  A  young 
couple  quarrels  bitterly,  and  their  two-year-old  son  begins  to  cry.  This  enrages 
the  wife,  who  shoves  him  down  the  stairs,  badly  injuring  him.  While  the  child 
undergoes  emergency  surgery,  the  staff  psychiatrist  tries  to  help.  Painfully,  hus- 
band and  wife  open  to  each  other,  accept  responsibility  for  what  they  have  done, 
and  turn  outside  themselves  for  help. 

The  Neglected     (b/w,  35   min.,    1965) 

Discusses  how  protective  services  help  stabilize  families  svhose  children  have  come 
under  the  protection  of  the  community  because  of  abuse  or  neglect.  Please  note: 
Legal  references  are  outdated. 

The  Medical  Witness     (color,  35  min.,    1976) 

Dramatization  of  a  physician's  experience  in  preparing  for  and  testifying  in  a  child 
abuse  court  case.  Narration  provides  important  do's  and  don'ts  of  testimony  useful 
to  all  professionals  who  may  be  called  upon   to  testify  in  court. 

Abusive  Parents     (color,  30   min.,    1976) 

Excerpts  from  a  panel  discussion  by  four  women  incarcerated  at  the  California 
Institution  for  'Aomen  for  crimes  involving  child  abuse.  The  discussion  is  followed 
by  an  interview   with  Elisa  Len  Broeck. 

Investigating  Cases  of  Child   Abuse  and  Neglect     (color,   ^0   min.,    1976) 

Presents  dramatizations  of  two  investigations:  one  by  a  child  protective  services 
worker,  in  cooperation  with  hospital  staff,  of  suspected  child  abuse;  the  other,  by 
police,  of  a  situation  involving  small  children  left  unattended. 

Working  Together     (color,  30   min.,   1976) 

Documentary  film  featuring  multi-agency  approaches  to  child  abuse  and  neglect  in 
San  Diego,  Salina  (Kansas),  and  Montgomery  County  (Maryland).  Included  are 
techniques  such  as  the  employment  of  consultation  teams,  community  coordination, 
and  professional  and  public  education. 

Children  in  Crisis     (5  filmstrips,  3  cassettes,  discussion  guide,  and  5  audio  script  books) 
Preview  for  content. 

What  the  Educator  Sees     (color  filmstrip/cassette,   15  min.,    1976) 

Developed  to  accompany  the  "We  Can  Help"  unit  designed  for  educators.  This 
filmstrip  describes  the  physical  and  behavioral  indicators  of  child  abuse  and 
neglect  which  may  be  observed  in  a  classroom. 

^hat  Behavior  Can   Tell  Us     (filmstrip/cassette,    13t  min.,    1976) 

This  overview  of  child  behavior  and  parent-child  interaction  that  may  indicate 
child  abuse  points  out  danger  signals  such  as  child  introversion,  extreme  passivity, 
shyness,  and   tearfulness. 


Identifying  Neglect;     Before  It's  Too  Late     (filmstrip/cassette,   lOi  min.,    1976) 

Behavioral  and  physical  indicators  of  child  neglect  are  shown.  Discussion  of  the 
difficulty  in  identifying  neglect,  as  well  as  the  need  to  consider  factors  such  as 
poverty  and  cultural  differences. 

Physical  Indicators  of   Abuse:     Signs  of   Alert     (filmstrip/cassette,   13i  min.      1976) 

An  overview  of  the  major  external  physical  manifestations  of  child  abuse,  including 
bruises,  burns,  periosteal  inflammation,  and  retinal  hematomas.  A  collection  of 
photographs,  illustrations  and  X-rays  show  many  of  the  injuries  common  to  physi- 
cally abused  children. 


Child  Sexual  Abuse 

Who  Do  You  Tell     (color,   II    min.,    1979) 

Designed  to  encourage  children  to  talk  about  their  problems  and  concerns, 
including  family  violence  and  unwanted  touching  by  close  friends  or  relatives  (ages 
6-11). 

Incest;     The  Victim  That  Nobody  Believes     (color,  20   min.,   1976) 

Three  young  women  discuss  their  experiences  as  victims  of  incest  and  give  insight 
into  the  feelings  of  the  child  who  is  sexually  exploited  by  a  parent.  Each  woman 
relives  how  she  felt  and  attempted  to  deal  with  the  problem  and  how  it  affected 
her  life. 

Not  In  My  Family     (color,  3'f  min.,    1983) 

Five  mothers  speak  openly  and  candidly  about  the  sexual  abuse  of  children.  Like 
many  people,  they  found  the  very  idea  of  sexual  abuse  of  children  incredible. 
]ust  as  one  learns  by  listening  to  these  mothers,  one  also  must  listen  to  the 
children.     As  one  mother  pointedly  says,  "\^hen  they  tell  you,  believe  them!" 

If  I  Tell  You  A  Secret     (color,   3^  min.,    1983) 

Show  to  pre-  and  inservice  physicians,  nurses,  social  workers,  sociologists, 
psychologists,  attorneys,  police,  educators,  and  volunteer  child  advocates.  It  is 
important  for  those  who  interview  child  victims  of  sexual  molestation  to  be  gentle 
and  considerate.  They  also  must  be  successful  in  eliciting  the  specific  details 
which  will  hold  up  in  court.     This  program  suggests  techniques  for  interviewing. 

No  More  Secrets     (color,   13  min.,   1983) 

This  film  shows  children  three  common  examples  of  sexual  abuse  to  help  them 
become  more  discriminating  about  whom  they  can  trust.  It  may  be  used  by 
teachers,  parent  groups,  community  educators,  church  and  youth  group  leaders, 
police  departments,  treatment  personnel,  and  others  with  experience  in  discussing 
sensitive  issues.  It  is  an  effective  tool  for  organizing  support  for  community  edu- 
cation and  services. 

A  Time  for  Caring     (color,  28  min.,   1983) 

Every  teacher  and  administrator  should  learn  the  behavioral  indicators  that  could 
alert  them  to  possible  sexual  abuse.  Often  a  child's  teacher  or  the  school  nurse 
may  be  the  first  to  know  about  or  suspect  the  abuse.  Reporting  is  mandatory; 
today  all  states  have  passed  laws  requiring  the  reporting  of  suspected  sexual  abuse 
of  children.  Use  for  inservice  workshops,  staff  meetings,  meetings  with  parents, 
and  teacher  training  courses  in  colleges. 


Bubbylonian  Encounter     (color,  30   min.,    19J53) 

A  play  about  touching,  designed  specifically  for  the  school-age  child.  Three 
lovable  characters  use  humor,  drama,  and  audience  participation  to  describe  the 
types  and  effects  of  human  touching.  The  drama  covers  the  range  of  positive  and 
negative  touching,  giving  specific  information  to  children  about  steps  to  take  if 
"forced  sexual  touching"  should  occur. 

Childhood  Sexual  Abuse     (color,  30   min.) 

Parts  A  and  B:  A  therapist  interviews  people  who  were  victims  of  sexual  abuse 
when  they   were  children. 

Double  Jeopardy     (color,   40   min.,    1979) 

Through  case  histories,  this  film  attempts  to  sensitize  professionals  to  the  problems 
of  the  sexually  abused  child  during  judicial  proceedings. 

The  Sexually   Abused  Child     (color,   15  min.) 

Interview  with  a  child  who  was  sexually  abused  by  stepfather. 

Sexual  Abuse:     The  Family     (color,  30   min.) 

Role  play  of  investigation  of  sexual  abuse.  Discusses  dynamics  and  how  to 
investigate.
